NOTE APPROVED BY. 


GOVERNMENT TO 
EASE CONSCIENCE 


Paid Double Amount He 
Stole and Remits More. 


By Associated Pres ' 
WASHINGTON. "July 2.—Ten thou- 


sand dollars in .currency, the second 
largest contribution to the ‘‘conscience 
tTund” ever received by the Government, 
arrived at the Treasury Department in 
a plain envelope, mailed yesterday at 
New York, accompanied by an unsigned 
letter, saving: 

“The sender has paid double to the 
United States the amount he stole and 
still conscience is not satisfied. Here is 
another payment.’”’ 

The packarce contained three $1000 gold 
certificates, eight $500 certificates and .0 
$100 silver and gold notes. 

Treasury fficials found nothing in the 
letter or the amount to indicate a con- 
nection with any of the Government's 
losses by fraud or theft, so they placed 
it with $500,000 more which has accumu- 
lated in the treasury vaults from con- 
science-stricken folk who have _ sent 
sums ranging from one cent to $18,669. 

The largest sum ever received came in 
1909, probably from some one » o had 
committed a customs fraud. $10,009 
package today came address¢: Sec- 
retary McAdoo and was mark . » 'per- 
sonal.”’ 


LAWYER DEMANDED ‘IRRIGATION’

Woman Says She Gave Fortune Teller

A story of legal service, obtained by 
means of a coupon purchased from a 
fortune teller, and of an additional fee 
for “irrigation money,” was told to 
Justice Townsend of East St. Louis, to- 
day, by Mrs. Emma Rasch, a widow, of 

1407A State street. 

Her son, --erbert Rasch, 15 years old, 
was arrested July 1, on a peace disturb- 
ance charge, ahd the case went to Jus- 
tice Healey’s court. Mrs. Rasch said 
she consulted Mrs. Bertha Ehrhardt, a 
fortune teller, and that Mrs. Ehrhardt 
told her to consult Alexander Flannigen, 
a lawyer, and showed her a coupon 
bearing Flannigen’s name, with the 
statement that it was good for $10 
worth of his legal services. She paid 
the fortune teller $10 for the coupon, 
she said. 

She said she went to Flannigen, and 
presented the coupon, and that he took 
the case. When the case was about to 
be called, she said he demanded $5 oi 
her, $4 for the legitimate fees of jurors 
and Constable and $1 as an “irrigation 
fee,”’ to buy drinks for the jury.

Begins His Dual Life. 
Two months later ‘‘Mrs. Julius Mill- 
ahl’’ and her baby moved into their own 
home. Then, with the knowledge of 
his wife, Brumbaugh began his dual 
life. Part of each day he spent as 
“Julius Millahl,’’ husband of the mother 
of his child. The remainder he spent 
as Brumbaugh, wealthy and respected 
merchant.

Hotel. Lamm, on behalf of the State 
Supreme Court, is hearing evidence in 
Attorney-General Barker’s ouster suit 
against the company, under the anti- 
trust law. 
* Hoerr said the overhead expenses of 
his company, the Hauck-Hoerr Bakery 
Co., and the six other large bakeries 
which entered the consolidation, under 
the American Bakery Co., were about 
the same after the consolidation as be- 
fore. He was asked, in view of this 
statement, what purpose the consolida- 
tion could have had, except to raise 
prices. He said he could not answer 
the question. Adolph SBoettler,” presi- 
dent of the company, testified yester- 
day that the 5-cent loaf had been re- 
duced from 18 to 11 ounces in weight 
Since the war began. 

Hoerr said the high price of flour had 
caused the American Bakery Co. to sus- 
pend payinent of dividends on its com- 
mon stock.

SHOOTING NOT IN PLAN 


Declares Rose Meant to Kidnap 
Rosenthal, Keep Money; Val- 
lon, Drunk, Began Firing.

NEW YORK, July 20.—Joseph A. Shay,

Lieutenant Charles Becker's own story

Becker has told it in a letter he is send- 

ing to Gov. Whitman from ¢he death 

house at Sing Sing. Shay aided in the 
preparation of the letter. 


These are the salient statements in the |. 


story: 
Rosenthal was backed m his gam- 


bling house by “Big Tim” Sullivan, 

who formerly represented the Bow- 

ery district in Congress. 

Becker protected the house a while 
because of his fear of “Big Tim.”’ 

Sullivan hecame  panic-stricken 
when Rosenthal tried to ‘squeal.’ 
He gave “Jack” Rose $6000 to pay 
Rosenthal to get out of the country. 

Rose, desirous of keeping most of 
the $6000, arranged with the four 
gunmen and ‘“Bridgie’’ Webber to 
kidnap Rosenthal and frighten him 
into leaving the United States. 

Murder was never contemplated. 
Harry Valion, crazed by drink, be- 
gan to shoot when Rosbnthal 
emerged from the Hotel Metropole, 
instead of slugging the gambler, 
with a blackjack. The other mem- 
bers of the party joined in. 

Becker knew of the arrange- 
ments, but washed his hands of 
them. 

“Big Tim,” realizing that Becker 
was innocent of instigating the mur- 
der and fearing that he himself 
would be implicated in the assassina- 
tion, set Becker be convicted, and 
then worried himself to the point of 
insanity. 

Told Priest Same Story. 

The Rev. Father J. F. Curry, Becker's 
spiritual adviser, said that Becker re- 
lated the same story to him three years 
ago. 

Beginning by saying, “I have never 
had my day in court, but you have had 
yours,’”’ Becker continues in his remark- 
able narrative by placing upon the shoul- 
ders of ‘Big Tim,’’ who was found dead 
two years ago on the New York Centra) 
Railroad tracks, all the onus of the 
Rosenthal affair. 

. “*Big Tim’ sent for me long before 
the shooting and told me. he wag:geing 
to stake Rosenthal and let him’ run: a 
gambling house uptown,” says Becker, 
in substance, in his narrative.. 

“I told him he couldn't do it,’’ but be. 
cause of ‘Big Tim's’ threats, I finally 
had to ‘ct Rosenthal open his ‘house. It 
Was running along fine when ‘Bridgie’ 
"Webber got jealous and wrote a letter 
to Commissioner Waldo under the name 
‘Harry Williams,’ telling him all about 
the house, 

“Waldo called me in and told me to 
investigate the facts of the letter. | 
went to ‘Big Tim’ right away and in- 
formed him of the order. 

“ ‘T'i fix it up with Waldo; you let the 
house keep going,’ Big Tim told me. 

“I’ve Got to Ratd.” 

“I thought: he was telling the truth 
and that he used his pull to make 
Waldo some around, but he was foolinx 
me. A second and a third letter came to 
Waldo and he turned them over to me. 
After the third one I went to ‘Big Tim’ 
and said: ‘I’ve got to raid.’ He told m:« 
to go ahead, that he would make it all 
right ‘downtown.’ I thought Waldo was 
ordering the raid for effect and that the 
arrests woulkin’t amount to anything. 

“I raided, though, and arrested two 
of Roserthal's kinsmen as operators of 
the house. That started all the trouble 
that ended in Rosenthal’s death. 

“Under ‘Big- Tim's’ orders, I advise? 
the two men arrested to plead guilty. 
They did so and Were sent up. Rosert- 
thal got mad and began to visit every - 
body that would listen to his story." 

Here Becker begins to tell of the 
events leading up to the murder of 
Rosenthal under the bright lights of 
Broadway, a few rods from where sev- 
eral policemen were stationed. 

“The Sunday night before the shoot- 
ing I went with my wife to Brighton 
Beach and didn't get back until mid- 
night. As I started to bed the telephone 
began ringing and my wife told me 
Harry Applebaum, ‘Big Tim's’ secretary, 
Was at the’ phone.

The individual 
sums range from $10 to $600, and the 
aggregate is believed to be several thou- 
sand dollars. 

Remittances to Poland. 

Others, it was said, intrusted money to 
Kalucki, within the last few days, to be 
Sent to relatives in Poland, An adver- 
tisement placed by Kaiucsni in a Polish 
paper and publuhed i days ago, stated 
that Kalucki vould send sums of money 
to Poland, by a mears not available 
tc others, and covld give the sender a 
receipt, signed by the recipient of the 
mceney, within 30 days. 

How large a sum was given to him 
in this way is not known, but the 
neighbors say business at his place has 
been rushing since the advertisement ap- 
peare|. 

Kalucki and his wife, with her father 
and brother, lived in a three-story house 
adjoining the office. His advertisement 
called attention to his place of resi- 
cence. No >-ne was at home today and 
the neighbors believe Mrs. Kalucki is 
with her husband. She ig known as the 
beauty of the neighborhood, being tall 
and stately. Some of the furniture was 
removed from the house yesterday and 
the poiice are trying to trace it. 

Kalucki’s mustache and side whiskers 
were carefully kept, and were the admi- 
ration of the neighborhood. There was 
a report that he was seen yesterday 2dr 
Sunday, with his face clean shaven.

surance by Preparedness Against War,”’ 
which appears in the August number of 
the Metropolitan Magazine. The Colonel 
repeatedly denounces the men and wom- 
en who “prattle for peace,” and de- 
clares that ,‘‘there is no meaner moral 
attituds than that of a timid and selfish 
neutrality between right and wrong.” 
The peace enthusiasts have been cowed 
by Germany, he writes. In his view, 
they are terrorized by the spirit of Ger- 
man militarism, and by sinking the 
Lusitania, he believes the Germans have 
achieved their object of terrorizing ‘‘all 
men of soft nature.”’ 
Peace Song Criticised, 

In criticising the action of men and 
women whom he regards as cowed by 
Germany, the Colonel writes: 

‘Recently in certain circles some pop- 
ularity has been achieved by a song 
entitled, ‘I Didn't Raise My Boy to Be 
a Soldier’—a song which ought always 
to be sung with a companion plece, ‘I 
Didn’t Raise My Girl to Be a Mother.’ 
The two would stand upon precisely 
the same moral level. Think of such a 
song being sung by the mothers, 
sisters and wives of the men who fought 
under Washington in the Revolution or 
of the men who fought under Grant and 
Lee in the Civil War.” 

Those who have ‘“shrieked the loud- 
est for peace,” according to the Colonel, 
have not ventured to make one protest 
against a concrete ect of wrongdoing. 
He asserts that no man should pro- 
pose a peace treaty until he has re- 
duced it to concrete terms. He discusses 
the 30 all-inclusive arbitration-commis- 
sion treaties arranged by Bryan during 
the last year and inquires if the people 
realize what they set forth. 

What Would Americans Do? 

The Colonel asks what Americans will 
do with such treaties if the Japancse 
take Magdalena Bay or the Germans 
take St. Thomas, or if ar English or 
French submarine sinks a ship crowded 
with noncombatants. 

He devotes consideraole space to the 
position of California, -where Hiram 
Johnson, his former running mate upon 
the Progressive ticket, is Governor, and 
is being boomed for the next leader of 
the Progressive ticket. Col. Roos-velt

Belligerents’ Right of Search. 
Te the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial, “A Double-Headed Wrong,” is 
sound in the main, but you omit one important 
ecnsideration. England has a legal right to in- 
vestigate our shipments to neutral countries, 
where she has reasonable grounds for believing 
that the goods are ultimately destined for the 
enemy. Our official statement for the first nine 
months of the war, showing that our exports to 
four neutral European countries alone amounted 
to $408,000,000, compared with $172,000,000 for a 
like period of the previous year, justifies her in 
investigating. Both England and Germany have 
a legal right to starve each other into surrender. 
It is more humane than killing for both sides. 

Each has a right to destroy the other’s ships 
on the high seas, provided no lives of noncom- 
batants are sacrificed. No genuine trade between 
neutrals should be interfered with. England has 
not sunk any of our ships. nor killed any of our 
people on the high’seas, but Germany has. That 
is why our controversy with Germany is more 
serious than the one we have with England re- 
garding interference with neutral commerce.

GERMAN MILITARY EFFICIENCY. 

With the German army’s magnificent drive 
on the Russian lines succeeding beyond expec- 
tation we may credit the Kaiser's statement 
that he is “on the eve of delivering a coup on 
the Western front that will make all Europe 
tremble.” 

When all the failures of Germany to accom- 
plish precisely what was planned at the open- 
ing of the war are listed there remains 4a 
superb record of achievements which testify to 
the skill of German military commanders and 
the courage, devotion and efficiency of the Ger- 
man army. 

If Russian retreat is a part of Russian strat- 
egy it is forced strategy. The Germans have 
been able to deliver staggering blows at will. If 
Russia has not been crushed it is because the 
task is too gigantic—the forces are too great 
and the field of operation too wide for any 
avilable European army to accomplish the 
feat. But with all her millions of men and 
length of line Russia so far has just been able 
to evade the deadly punch. And this with the 
advantage of allies keeping a large part of the 
German forces busy. 

On the Western front the British and French 
have done little on land except hold the Ger- 
man line. Kitchener’s prediction that the war 
would open in May was verified by the Ger- 
mans, not by the allies. Germany opened the 
spring campaign and has kept it going. 

That nothing decisive, unless the Russian 
campaign proves to be so, has been accom- 
plished by Germany cannot be charged to lack 
of military efficiency, but to the vast weight of 
opposing forces on two fronts. That her army 
has prevented a decisive blow from enemies on 
either front is in itself a brilliant achievement. 

The allies must do something far beyond 
their past record or the war will end in a 
practical German victory. If German diplomacy 
equaled in efficiency the German military the end 
would be in sight.

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THE GOLFUSS. 

The golfuss at the Gloom Echo Club waxes 
more bitter and technical with each hour. At this 
writing the trustees announce they will stand 
pat. This notwithstanding that one of them, Mr. 
James Jones, who is seemingly for peace at any 
price, committed the Bryan act against the ad- 
winistration and disavowed its austerity. 

The most interesting feature of the golfuss 
is that its underlying causes have never been 
defined or explained. When, in the course of 
human events, it becomes necessary for one crowd 
of golfers to dissolve the bands which have con- 
nected them with another bunch a decent respect 
tc the opinions of mankind requires that they 
should declare the causes which impel them to 
the separation.

But what are the rights of neutrals, noncom- 
batants and erstwhile members who have been 
canned in contravention of Article V. of the U. 
S Constitution, as they seem to think? And 
what are the rights of the innocent purchasers 
of a defunct golf club? A pretty question for 
the Supreme Court and a cause celebre that will 
nc doubt rank with the Slaughter House and 
Dred Scott cases. 
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SOME MORE KRUPP LOGIO. 

Persons in this country who profess to be hor- 
rified at the American traffic in munitions of war 
should note carefully what Germany and Austria 
are doing to Rumania. Both Germany and 
Austria have countenanced bitter agitations at 
home and in this country as a protest against 
trade that has always been lawful and which, 
pursued by individuals, has never before raised 
a question of neutrality. 

Germany and Austria now menace the northern 
frontier of Rumania with armed forces because 
that country, thus far strictly neutral, refuses to 
permit shipments through its territory to Turkey 
of munitions of war.’ In this case Germany and 
Austria hope to enforce traffic in arms for their 
own benefit by governmental action on the part 
of a neutral. In our case they have attempted 
to prevent traffic in arms which for the moment 
is disadvantageous to them by governmental 
action on the part of another neutral. 

No doubt after Rumania’s rights shall have 
been violated we shall hear very little from Ber- 
lin and Vienna of the deadly shrapnel going for- 
ward from the Krupp works to deprive British 
and French women and children of their bread- 
winners who are now fighting at the Dardanelles. 
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LYING LOAF LABELS. 

Our local Bread Trust, promoted some years ago 
by diamond-flashing, check-suited New Yorkers, 
admits that all the attractive labels it has been 
pasting on its various brands of bread and all the 
highly paid advertising of these brands, have been 
part of a method intended to deceive the bread 
consumer into believing that the tentacles of the 
trust were independent of each other. 

There was a difference in the brands of bread, 
though all were compounded of the same ingredi- 
ents and baked by the same process. In order to 
foster the public delusion, some brands were made 
a little worse than others. How this was done, 
if, as Mr. Boettler testifies, all the materials used 
were the same, is not apparent! The fact remains 
that, in order to keep up the deception, the con- 
sumer was compelled to eat bread under the 
standard set by the trust, which made it pretty 
poor. 

And, as usual, it is the citizen of small means, 
who may have no facilities for baking his own 
bread, who suffers most from these combine

T0 SAVE DAY FOR 
RUSSIAN ARMIES 


War Supplies Arrive From 
America So Rapidly Ships: 
Can’t Find Room. 


VLADIVOSTOK, June 2 -~«-Twenty 


thousand American freight cars and 40 


American locomotives are due here from 
the United States within the next two 
months to relieve the congestion of sup- 
riles destined for the Russian armies at 
the front. The army corps on the Ger- 
man-Austrian battle line need guns, ri- 
fles and ammunition. Viadivostok will 
supply them. They need armored cars, 
many hundreds of them, and Vliadivos- 
tok will give them these. They need 
pig lead and pig copper. They need cot- 
ton to be made into clothing; they need 
fuod—and Viadivostok hopes to see to it 
that they get it. 
The guns and ammunition are arriving 
from Japan and the United States by 
the steamer load. The armored motor 
cars are coming by the hundreds from 
the United States. They are being 
made at Detroit and Cleveland, and 
other points, and they are coming out 
here mostly by way of Seattle on ves- 
Sels which sail direct to Vladivostok. 
Cotton Goes by Way of Canal. 
So, also, is the lead, copper and dy- 
ramite. As for the cotticn—it is coming 
out from New York via Panama in 
such vast quantities that more than 
anything else, it had caused this terri- 
fic congestéon of supplies which has 
forced Russia to place rush orders for 
locomotives and cars to get them off 
to the front. 
From Great Britain have come guns 
for the navy. They arrive by steamer 
and then they are shipped by railroad 
to the Black Sea, to be mounted on the 
warships Russia is building. From 
France has come ammunition. From the 
United States have come several nine- 
inch guns—also to find their place on 
Russian warships in the Black Sea—and 
above all is coming barbed wire from 
America, an amazing quantity of it to 
protect the trenches of the Russian 
armies and with such rapidity that they 
cannot be accommodated at the docks. 
A plan of permanent enlargement of the 
port has been temporarily put aside in 
favor of provisional enlargement. Huge 
gangs of men are making pontoon piers 
and makeshift docks. Vessels unable to 
squeeze into these piers are transferring 
their cargo to lighter craft, but a short- 
age of lighters has retarded even that 
means of discharge. The Russians are 
building more lighters. 
Viadivoatok they belleve, is to save 
the dav for the Russian armies and 
every possible liuman effort is made to 
forward these precious supplies to their 
destination at the front. 
The feverish activity at the water 
front is duplicated elsewhere this 
great port, which, while peaceful in it- 
self, is the very incarnation of war. 
Every month new armies are being sent 
away to the west. For 500 miles to the 
north of the fortress of Vliadivostok, 
proper extends a series of fortified 
places. All these when not used as 
prisons for German prisoners of war, 
serve as drill grounds for Russian re- 
eruits. The reservists come in from all 
points in the eastern part of the hemis- 
phere, and within six months are turned 
into soldiers Then thev hurried 
across Siberia.

MIGRATORY BIRD 
TEST CASE 10 BE 


U. S. Supreme Court Will Pass 
Upon Act Which Forbids 
Spring Shooting. 


The test of the migratory bird law has 
been set in the United States Suprenie 
Court for Oct. 12. This ie the case of 
the United States against Shauver, in 
volving the constitutionality of an act 
of Congress placing all migratory birds 
iinder Federal protection. Shauver is a 
resident of Arkansas. He was arrested 


tor shooting migratory birds in the Fed- 
eral closed season, and when his case 


came before the United States Court for 


the Eastern District of Arkansas, Judge 
Trieber declared the law unconstitution- 
The appeal from that decision has 
been taken by the Attorney-General of 
the United States, who will appear in 
defense of the law when the case is 
tried. 

The migratory-bird act was signed by 
President Taft, and it has been effect- 
ive two years. Doubt of its constitu- 
tionality has arisen, and there has been 
violent opposition to its severe stric 
tures in the preservation of game. It 
destroyed spring shooting all over the 
United States, and except for some out- 
lawry upon the part of persons who 
took the risk of prosecution by the 
Government, there has been widespread 
respect for its provisions. The Govern- 
ment will chiefly rest its case upon the 
argument that the migratory birds are 
the property of all the people and may 
not be slaughtered at the will of any 
state. This argument prevailed when 
the bill was up for passage, and it pre- 
vailed a second time when an appro- 
priation was asked for its enforcement, 
notwithstanding Senator Reed of Mis- 
sourt and others assailed the law upon 
constitutional grounds. 

The outcome at Washington wil) be 
awaited with interest in St. Loum, 
where the effect of the law has been 
virtually to destroy certain kinds of 
shooting, altogether. St. Louis sports: 
men have been disposed to support the 
Federal law, but have opposed what 
they regarded unnecessary regulations 
made under the act by the Department 
of Agriculture. [If the law proves con- 
stitutional an organized movement for 
relief from the present condition will be 
made.

DUBLIN, ree rama sre Edward Gray 
said at the commencement of the war 
that Ireland was the one bright spot in

said Mr. John Redmond, M. P., leader of 
the Irish Nationalist party, to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today at his 
home in the Micklow Mountains, where 


he is resting. 
“The greatest disappointment Germany

has met with has been the attitude of 
Ireland, South Africa, India and Egypt. 
In all these places Germany reckoned 
not only on disloyalty but on revolu- 
tion when she provoked the war. In- 
stead of that England has the hearty 
support of these countries against Prus- 
sianism—an asset as well of great moral 
as material value.” 

On the subject of Irish recruiting for 
the British army Redmond was em- 
phatic, saying: 

“Irish recruiting has been a marvelous 
success. I have the latest figurey issued 
by the Irish Government, and according 
to them there are today with the colors, 
124,000 Irishmen. There are 4,000 Na- 
tionalist Volunteers in the army. Re- 
cruiting is going on at the rate of from 
6000 to 7000 a week. These figures speak 
for themselves. They show how thor- 
oughly stirred the Irish people are 
against the German menace.” 

Reminded of the claim put forward be- 
fore the war by the Orangemen that 
they had 20,000 armed and drilied 
Ulster volunteers ready to fight against 
a home rule parliament, the Post-Dis- 
patch asked Mr. Redmond what had be- 
come of them. 

‘We know nothing about the Ulster 
volunteers,’’ the Nationalist leader an- 


swered, “except some 4,000 or 5,000 of 
them have enlisted.” 

The effect of the war on feeling be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland was the 
next question, to which Mr. Redmond 
answered: 

“The feeling between Ireland and En- 
gland has entirely changed since the 
war began. The home rule act has had 
the effect on national sentiment here 
that the grant of home rule to South 
Africa has had in.that country. In En- 
giand I can say with’ knowledge that 
Ireland’s attitude toward the war has 
had an enormous influence on what Was 
up to that time opinion hostile to home 
rule and to Ireland. 

“The democracy of Great Britain 
trusted the democracy of Ireland and 
they have now had the surest evidence 
that the trust was well placed.”
